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Preface 


This report provides a detailed statistical presenta- 
tion of work stoppage activity in government in 1978. 
For statistical purposes the situations included in this 
report have been deemed to fall within the Bureau's 
definition of a work stoppage. This decision does not 
constitute a legal determination that a work stoppage 
has taken place in violation of any law or public policy. 

Data include all stoppages lasting a full day or shift 
or longer and involving six workers or more. Data on 
stoppages and workers involved refer to all stoppages 
beginning in the year; days idle refer to all stoppages 
in effect during the year. 


Data for prior years are available in Work Stoppages 
in Government, 1958-68 (Report 348); Government Work 
Stoppages, 1960, 1969, and 1970, Work Stoppages in Gov- 
ernment, 1972 (Report 434); 1973 (Report 437); 1974 
(Report 453); 1975 (Report 483); 1976 (Report 532); and 
1977 (Report 554).

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Work Stoppages in 
Government, 1978 


Summary 


The principal measures of government work stop- 
page activity presented a mixed picture in 1978. Strikes 
were at an all-time high during the year, reaching 481 
compared to the previous record of 478 in 1975. The 
number of strikers, at 193,700, was at its highest level 
since 1975 and was the fifth highest on record. Idleness, 
at 1.7 million days, although down by 3 percent, was 
exceeded in only 5 years since 1958, the first year for 
which comprehensive data on government work stop- 
pages were collected (table 1). 

Government worktime lost due to strikes dropped to 
0.04 percent of estimated working time in 1978 from 
0.05 percent in 1977. However, the number of workers 
involved in disputes as a percent of total government 
employment rose to 1.3 percent from 1.1 percent. 

Average duration (days of idleness per worker) de- 
clined to 8.8 days in 1978, reversing a trend of the past 
few years. The size of government disputes, 403 work- 
ers per stoppage, also declined and reached its lowest 
level since 1972. 

In contrast to the government sector, work stoppages 
in the economy as a whole were down by almost one- 
fourth and involved one-fifth fewer workers (table 6). 
However, the number of workers involved per stop- 
page and average days of idleness in the total economy 
increased compared to a decline in these measures in 
the government sector (table 2). 


Level of government 


As in previous years, public sector strike activity took 
place predominantly at the local level. Between 88 and 
90 percent of all government strikes, strikers, and days 
of idleness involved local government. The proportion 
of local government workers who walked off the job, 
!.8 percent of total employment, was nearly four times 
that for State workers. Days of idleness were a larger 
proportion of total working time at the local level than 


at the State level, 0.06 percent (6 days idle per thou- 
sand) compared to 0.02 percent. Only in length of stop- 
pages, as measured by days of idleness per worker, did 
State strikes, at 10.1 days, exceed those at the local lev- 
el, at 8.8 days. This is a reversal of the 1977 relation- 
ship when there were considerably more State workers 
and fewer local government workers on strike com- 
pared to 1978. At an average of 398 and 393 workers 
per stoppage, respectively, in 1978, State and local gov- 
ernment walkouts were almost equal in size; in 1977, 
the size of stoppages at the local level was half that at 
the State level. 

State government strikes increased by | to a total of 
45, the highest on record; stoppages at the local level 
rose 19 percent to 435, to reach the second highest to- 
tal. At 1.5 million days, idleness from local government 
disputes fell to its lowest level since 1974. 

Three-fifths of all local strikes were by city employ- 
ees, the only group to experience a rise in all principal 
work stoppage measures (table 3). Three large strikes, 
two in Philadelphia and one in Cleveland, accounted 
for more than one-third of all city workers on strike 
and resulting idleness. In Philadelphia, 17,500 munici- 
pal workers were off the job for 6 days (105,000 days 
of idleness) and 20,000 teachers walked out for 3 days 
(60,000 days of idleness). A 23-day strike in Cleveland 
idled 9,000 teachers and other city employees (207,000 
days of idleness). 

As usual, strikes at the Federal level were few in 
number (one in 1978). The wildcat strike in New Jer- 
sey and California idled nearly 4,800 mail handlers for 
a total of more than 27,000 days and was the largest 
Federal Government labor dispute since the postal strike 
of 1970. 


Government function 
Teacher militancy in the face of inflation, combined 
with school districts attempting to limit budgets, led to 


a rash of strikes across the Nation. A total of 264 strikes 
in educational institutions, including major walkouts in 
Philadelphia, Cieveland, Toledo, Memphis, New Or- 
leans, and Seattle, involved nearly 120,000 employees 
and almost 1.2 million days off the job, the highest fig- 
ures recorded in education since 1975 (table 4). The in- 
crease of 72 strikes and 28,000 workers in education 
from 1977 to 1978 surpassed the increase for govern- 
ment as a whole (68 strikes and 23,500 workers). Fur- 
thermore, the increase in idleness in education con- 
trasted sharply with the decrease in strike-related idle- 
ness for total government. 

All other functions combined accounted for less than 
half of the total public sector stoppages, workers in- 
volved, and resulting workdays lost in 1978. Major 
strike indicators declined in eight categories: Adminis- 
trative services, welfare services, streets and highways, 
parks and recreation, libraries, and museums. 

Strikes in sanitation services increased 36 percent in 
1978 but invoived fewer workers and resulted in few- 
er days off the job. In transportation and allied iacili- 
ties, there were two fewer strikes and only half the 
idleness of 1977, but there was a slight increase in the 
number of workers. In hospitals and liealth services, 
although the number of disputes was the same as in 
1977, the workers participating decreased markedly for 
the second year in a row, while the ensuing idleness 
was marginally higher. 

Idleness in fire protection more than doubled (table 
9). Forty-three percent of the idleness in that function 
resulted from two strikes in Memphis involving 1,675 
firefighters. 


Occupation 
The number of teacher strikes increased by 14 in 


1978. However, strikes in this occupation, which have 
declined steadily as a proportion of all government dis- 
putes since the 1975 peak year, dropped to 26 percent 
of government disputes, 26 percent of workers involved, 
and 33 percent of idleness in 1978, compared to 46 per- 
cent, 57 percent, and 64 percent, respectively, in 1975 
(table 5). 

All major work stoppage measures increased for pro- 
fessional and technical workers other than teachers. 
Nine strikes involving nurses, seven more than in 1977, 
resulted in 5,800 days of idleness, three times the pre- 
vious level. Two of these strikes occurred in New Jer- 
sey and accounted for 4,200 days of idleness, or over 
72 percent of all idleness of nurses. Idleness of other 
professional and technical workers ‘acreased from 
57,000 days in 1977 to 161,000 days in 1978; workers 
involved increased from 8,600 in 1977 to 11,000 in 1978. 

A modest reduction in strikes by clerical workers ac- 
companied a drastic reduc ion in related idleness. One 
strike in Minnesota accounted ‘or 36 percent of the 
idleness in this occupation in 1$78. 


Both absoluie and relative strike activity declined 
significantly in the protective services among occupa- 
tions other than police and firefighters. 


Major issue 

The issues which resulted in government sector 
strikes in 1978 were somewhat similar to those in 1977 
(table 6). About two-thirds of the work stoppages in 
both years were over general wage changes. However, 
the proportion of workers who struck over wages in- 
creased from 65 percent to 76 percent, while the idle- 
ness attributable to this issue increased from 71 percent 
to 84 percent. As a result of these increases, wage dis- 
putes once again were as prominent as in 1974, the pre- 
vious peak year for such disputes, when mandatory 
wage and price controls were terminated. As in 1977, 
questions involving work place (plant) administration 
matters proved to be the second most troublesome is- 
sue for negotiators to resolve. This issue accounted for 
52 disputes, involving 13,100 workers and 92,700 days 
of idleness. Disputes over union organization and secu- 
rity matters were next in importance, with 26 work 
stoppages, 16,900 days of idleness, and 2,800 workers. 

Compared to 1977, there was substantially less idle- 
ness resulting from disputes involving plant administra- 
tion and other contractual matters. Strikes over other 
contractual matters include, for example, disputes over 
the duration or reopening date of the contract, contract 
renewal, or local issues. There were also declines in the 
number of stoppages in 1978 precipitated by disputes 
over supplementary benefits, wage adjustments, hours 
of work, and other contractual matters. 

In 1978 the distribution of strikes by major issue was 
similar in government and in the total economy (table 
6). A majority of work stoppages and idleness resulted 
from general wage disputes but a greater proportion of 
strike activity occurred in government over wages than 
in the economy generally. The second and third most 
important issues, both in government and in the econ- 
omy generally, were plant administration and union or- 
ganization and security. General wage changes ac- 
counted for the most workers involved in stoppages 
both in government and in the total economy; job se- 
curity issues were second in importance for government 
workers but plant administration issues were second in 
the total economy. 

Although the proportion of government strikes gen- 
erated by wage disputes remained the same between 
1977 and 1978 (68-69 percent), wage disputes in the 
economy as a whole increased from 57 to 65 percent. 
The proportion of workers involved in general wage 
disputes in the public sector increased from 65 percent 
to 76 percent, while the proportion for the total econ- 
omy increased from 44 percent to 52 percent. The per- 
cent of idleness attributable to this issue in government 
moved in an oppusiie direction from idleness in the 


economy as a whole, with a significant increase (14 
percent) for the government sector and a moderate de- 
crease for the total economy. 

As in previous years, the length of work stoppages, 
as measured by days of idleness per worker, for most 
major tssues in 1978 was greater throughout the econ- 
omy than in government (table 7). The only exception 
was disputes involving inte~union or intraunion matters, 
where local government work stcppages lasted three 
times longer than they did in the economy generally. 
Unlike 1977, however, when strikes over all major is- 
sues were longer at the local level than at the State 
level, in 1978 strikes over some issues lasted longer at 
the State level. Stoppages conducted by State govern- 
organization and security issues were longer than those 
called by workers employed by local government. 

The pattern of strike activity by major issue was sim- 
ilar for all levels of government except the Federal sec- 
tor. General wage change was the dominant issue at 
each of these levels and accounted for the majority of 
workers and idleness (table A-1). Plant administration 
issues ranked second at the State, county, and city levels. 


Stoppages by State 

Michigan reported 74 strikes, the highest number 
among the 41 States that experienced a government la- 
bor dispute in 1978 (table 8). Over one-half of the stop- 
pages in Michigan were called by city government em- 
ployees. Almost nine-tenths of all strikes in Michigan 
involved educational services, and more than one-half 
were called by teachers (tables 9 and 10). Pennsylvania 
(69), Ohio (67), and Illinois (38) followed in the num- 
ber of government strikes in 1978. 

Pennsylvania also reported the largest number of gov- 
ernment workers on strike (49,000). City employees ac- 
counted for over four-fifths of these workers. Nearly 
38,000 were involved in the two major work stoppages 
in Philadelphia. Ohio, with 32,600 workers on strike, 


was second in the number of workers involved in gov- 
ernment stoppages. Of these workers, almost nine-tenths 
were employees of city governments. Over 60 percent 
of workers involved in strikes in both Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania were employed in educational services. 

Ohio reported the most days of idleness (439,700), 
followed by Pennsylvania (349,100). Almost one-half 
of Pennsylvania's idleness was attributable to the two 
major stoppages in Philadelphia already mentioned, 
while more than one-half of the idleness in Ohio was 
the result of the strike against the Board of Education 
in Cleveland. 


Affiliation 

Contrary to previous years, there were more walk- 
outs of bargaining units represented by employee asso- 
ciations (226) than by unions affiliated with the AFL- 
CIO (179) or by other unions (41). In 35 work stop- 
pages, no union or employee association was involved 
(table A-5). Although AFL-CIO unions called slightly 
less than four-tenths of all stoppages, they accounted 
for more than one-half of all workers and idleness, while 
employee associations accounted for approximately 
four-tenths of all workers and idleness. 


Stoppages by month 

The idleness rate in the public sector during 1978 
was 0.04 percent of estimated government working time 
(0.4 working days idle per thousand.) (See table 11.) The 
(0.21) percent, October (0.10), and June (0.07), while 
January, February, May, and December, with 0.01 
each, experienced the lowest rate. 

As in past years, labor disputes in government peaked 
during September (128 strikes) when education work 
stoppages tend to occur. Similarly, workers (73,300) 
and days idle (644,400) also reached their highest lev- 
els in September. August recorded the second largest 
number of stoppages (63), followed by October (45).
